Ciueated Here 

Dr. Pearson was educated at the 
hfatiohal Colege of Pharmacy, which 
In 1$06 Was incorporated Into the 
Unlvei'slty and has now become 
tha University’s School of Phan- 
niacy, under Dean Paul Brlggt. Dr. 
Pimrson was a practicing druggist 
In Washington thhiughout hit Ufe- 
tlme. He operated a numbw of 
■tor^ at 'Various locations and at 
the time of his death was president 
of the Washington Wholesale Drug 
Exchange. 

This was Dr. Pearson's only 
special bequest, the remainder of 
his estate going directly to his 
family. 

This Is the third gift made in re- 
cent years to the School of Phar. 
macy by a Waahington pharmacist, 
or a local organization. In 193? 
Dr. Malcolm G. Gibbs, ’02. chair- 
man of the board of directors of 
Peoples Drug Stores, established 
an endowment fund of $10,000 to 
maintain a coubae in commercial 
pharmacy.
